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Response to Amendment 



This is in response to an amendment file on October 19 , 2003 for letter for patent filed 
on August 25 , 1999. In the amendment, claims 15-29 have been amended, no claim has been 
canceled, and no claim has been added. Claims 15-29 remain pending in the letter. 



1. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 15-29 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 24 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Taylor, 
'932. 

Regarding 

Taylor, figures 1-3, teach cryptographic authentication of transmitted messages using 
pseudorandom numbers such that Applicants' first counter reads to at least value from 
pseudrandom data sequence {see abstract), Applicants' linear feedback shift register reads on 
elements 8 and figs 2, 3, column 3 lines 65-4 line 30, Applicants' additional non-linear feedback 
shift register reads on either elements 6, column 3 lines 65-4 line 30, and Applicants' limitation 
of the register being disconnectable reads on the operation of the clocks see column 5 line 1-20. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 15-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Schilling 
'236 in view of Taylor, c 932. 

Regarding claims 15, 21 - 23: 

Schilling teach a multi-purpose transaction card system such that Applicants' step of 
debiting a requested cash amount from the chip card reads on the card of Schilling and 
Applicants' step of adding and storing the requested cash amount in a summing counter reads on 
the secure application module of Schilling paragraphs 0040, 0047, 048. 

Schilling fail to teach subdividing, loading, introducing and switching. Taylor, figures 1- 
3, teach cryptographic authentication of transmitted messages using pseudorandom numbers 
such that Applicants' first counter reads to at least value from pseudrandom data sequence {see 
abstract), Applicants 5 linear feedback shift register reads on elements 8 and figs 2, 3, column 3 
lines 65-4 line 30. Therefore, it is considered that it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify the inventive concept of Schilling to include 
Taylor's concept of register because this would have enhance the security of the system. 
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Regarding claims 16 and 17: 

Schilling discloses that the input data (to the terminal/module from the card) includes a 
random number Schilling paragraphs 0040, 0047, 048, a secret key/signature Schilling 
paragraphs 0040, 0047, 048, and non-secret chip card data ("town result value"). 
Regarding claims 18 and 19: 

Schilling disclose a counter and counters inherently will count to 1 .
